VOICE PHOTOGRAPHED. 


The New York Aondotny o:f Science Obtain* 


Wonderful Rosults In Photosruiihy. 


NEW YoitK,. March 14.— An exhibition 


was given Wednesday night under the 
direction of the Xew York Academy of 
sciences, to show the progress science 
had made within the past year or so. 


One of the most interesting exhibits, 


was a contrivance for photographing 
tho voice. The- victim was instructed 
to sing into an orifice and attune his 
cry to a fork, which sounded the bass 
C, Inside tho contrivance were reso- 
nance tubes sot for C and for seven 
overtones for harmonics. Behind each 
of those was a drum, which vibrated 
for the tone on a harmonic. These con- 
nected by rubber tubes with littlo jots 
of gas, so that tho latter jumped up 
and down when the drums vibrated. 


The lights were photographed by a 


camera, tho resulting records boi^f in 
the form of wavy lilies. Each line rep- 
resented the tone or an overtone, and 
showed their relative presence in the 
voice tested. The stronger the tone 
was tho wavier the line. 


The object of tho apparatus is to as- 


certain what proportion of overtones is 
desirable iu a singing voice.

The question at issue is the right" of 


Bearch, and^ although there has been 
nearly a century of controversy over 
various features of this question, there, 
is one phasc,of it which is now univer- 
sally conceded as settled. ' That is that 
the right of search is to be exercised 
only in time of war, and can not gen- 
erally be called into .play on' any pre- 
tense in time of peace. " 


As it happens, Spain is entirely at 


peace with Cuba so far as other nations 
have 
any official knowledge:' 
The 


Spanish government, assuming, its 
usual attitude .of contempt for Cuban 
insurrections, has refrained from noti- 
fying the world of the belligerency of 
the insurgents, and has given to our 
government no notice of any blockade 
of the Cuban ports. In spite of "this, 
however, the Spanish government in- 
sists upon the right of search as if war 
had actually been declared. 


It is not believed that the United 


States ought to tolerate this preten- 
sion for an instant, and the action of 
the Spanish cruiser in firing at the Al- 
liance and chasing1 her is regarded as a 
clear violation of international law. "

the endorsing business last evening 
.at their convention , and 
endorsed 


this 
man1 and 
that 
man, pay- 


ing 
no" attention 
either 
to his 


politics or his religion. They were not 
very many in numbers, were these 
Populist iellows, but they were great 
on "principle" and since they had no 
show of electing one of their own faith, 
they decided to pick out the best men 
from the other tickets, having in view 
in making their selection the especial 
fitness of the candidates for the position 
for which they were nominated. Thus 
they endorsed J B. Carter for mayor, 
Fred Schmitt for marshal, Alex Wood- 
row for solicitor, and Joe Binklo for 
street commissioner. 
Whatever one 


"may think of some peculiar ideas on 
national affairs rampant in the party, 
their attitude in local matters is cer- 
tainly to be commended. 


Robert Dodge called the meeting to 


order and George Kldd was made chair- 
man. Mr, Kidd made quite a speech 
in accepting, outlining tho»principles of 
his party, 
Ho declared they stood 


firmly on the Omaha platform, and that 
every Populist could give a reason for 
the faith that was in him. What was 
needed in this country was more pa- 
triotism and loyalty, Citizens shoiild 
be loyal in politics, loyal to their 
country and 
their homes in every 


sense of the word. The speaker was 
sorry to see the grasping tendencies of 
the people and thought they were be- 
coming neglectful of their patriotic 
duties. 


Mr. Kidd spoke of the frequency of 


the outrages committed on defenseless 
women and children in various parts of 
the country while iho husband and 
father was at work, and congratulated 
Portsmouth that there had been no 
such instances in Portsmouth, which he 
attributed to efficient police protection. 
The frequency of these outrages warned 
us to be careful in the selection of a 
man to guard the interests andjwelfare 
of our homes.

Mr. Carter then dis- 


cussed a little bit of everything in a 
very lucid and entertaining manner, 
winding up by remarking that he 
thought he would make as good a 
mayor as anybody, 


Whqn nominations for marshal were, 


called for, the name of Prod Sehmitt 
wns presented as an "ofllolont officer 
who had been tireless in the discharge 
of his duties for tho past six years" 
and the nomination was. made by 
acclamation. 


Joseph Hinkle, Democratic candi- 


date, was endorsed for street commis- 
sioner. 


Louis Bloomoyer was endorsed for 


water works trustee, and Alexander 
Woodrow for city solicitor. 


For cemetery trustee John Leo was 


named, while Asa Kline will make tho 
race for constable,

is developed by the pardon from the 
Joilet state prison of Harry Steele, who 
was serving a 14-year sentence for a 
robbery committed in 1889. The par- 
don was the result of the efforts of 
J. W, Drouillard, a prominent Chicago 
attorney,-who was an old-time friend 
and school cbum of the prisoner. 


Steele was the member of a promi- 


nent and wealthy family of Ports- 
mouth, Ohio, and inherited a $60,"000 
fortune, He hold several government 
positions in Ohio, but lost all his money 
on the races and came to Chicago in 
1889 penniless 
and desperate. 
Too 


proud to inform his friends of his posi- 
tion, he finally reached the verge of 
starvation, and one aight stole a pair 
of 00-cent second-hand shoes in a Hal- 
stead street shop, knocking down the 
proprietor in his attempt to escape. 


For the GO-cent theft he was sen- 


tenced to 14 years in Joliet 
United 


States Senator Foote, of Vermont, who 
was a relative of his mother, and 
other prominent people tried to effect 
a pardon, but unsuccessfully, and his 
existence hud beou almost forgotten 
when Attorney Drouillard, on a,recent 
visit to the prison, recognized his old- 
time friend in the broken, haggard con- 
vict.' The severity of the sentence and 
the petty offense were placed before 
Governor Altgeld, tho attorney's efforts 
finally resulting in a pardon, after the 
prisoner had served six years for the 
CO-cent theft, expiating his crime at 
tho rate of .10 cents a year." 


The two men, Drouillard and "Hurry
